Yuhang, due West of Hangchow, was reoccupied Sun- 
day by Chinese troops which broke through a heavy bat 
rage of Japanese defense artillery fire. 

After taking the city, Chinese forces pushed on against 
the Japanese troops retreating eastward. i ,

But a careful reading of the news ac- 
counts of the case show that even State Com- 
mander Jeremiah Cross, of the American 
Legion, for all his strutting and officiousness, 
is not the entire city. Nor is he, for that 
matter, even the entire Legion. 

That there is a growing bedy of public 
opinion behind Mr. Isaacs is evident from 
the account in the New York Times of the 
hearing before the Civil Service Commission 
in connection with the appointment of Ger- 
son. 

Said the Times: 

“Warnings that the rise of fascism in Italy and 
Nazism in Germany started with the suppréssion of 
political opponents, and that the American thtory 
of government permitted no discrimination on ac- 
count of race. creed or political belief were given 
by individuals and representatives of CIO unions.”

Active demonstrations of support by the 
city’s consumer organizations, the trade 
unions and other civic bodies are needed 
to put the proper pressure on the plunderers 
in the Baking Trust.
